The question as to whether or no t 
the Pifoietor ¡regulative law ma kes 
any provisions for the location o f a 
saloon with relation to a church o r 
house of worship of any sort ha s 
been a much- mooted question here 
for several days, especially since the 
opening of the 
saloons 
Saturday. 
Attorneys, those 
employed 
by the 
“ wets” and “ drys” alike declare tha t 
they have been unable to 
find any 
clause in the law which provides fo r 
the location of saloons in such in­ 
stances. 
It has been common 
rumor here 
that neither one o f the saloons which 
opened Saturday had a right to do 
business in view of the fact that they 
disregarded the Proctor law. 
It wa s 
argued that the law provides that no 
saloon or place where liquor is sold 
shall be located within five hundred 
feet of a church. 
The 
prevailing 
opinion is that the law has such a 
clause in it. 
It has been pointed out that the 
McCormic and O’Neil places were 
both within five hundred feet of the 
First Presbyterian church and tha t 
the county commissioners had a per­ 
fect right to revoke their licenses on 
that ground. 
It also has been sta t­ 
ed that James Smith’s license could 
be revoked 011 the same theory, in 
view of the fact that the room where 
he will install a saloon is only a few 
doors from the upstairs room over 
the Poe jewelry 
store 
where the 
Christian Scientists worship. 
But all of the rumors and alleged 
plans are without avail, as attor­ 
neys say that such an agitation is 
useless. 
They believe that the foun­ 
dation for the rumor is the fact tha t 
such a clause was once embodied in 
one o f the first drafts of the law and 
published in the newspapers. 
It wa s 
never allowed to go through when the 
law was passed. 
There is a elause in the law which 
provides that a place where liquor is 
sold shall not be located within a 
certain 
distance 
o f a 
township 
school. 
Attorneys construe that to 
mean that a road house shall not be 
located too near a school house. 
Cly de Miller, who wa s g ra nted a 
sa lo o n license by the co mmissio ners 
a t their la st meeting , pla ns to o pen 
his sa lo o n in the * Gra nd 
Ho tel by 
Thursda y . 
It wa s tho ug ht tha t the

stable, fou nd gu ilty of the m u rder of 
John Edwards, and he w’as sentenced 
to the prison at Michigan City for life. 


San Antonio, March 21. — Bringing 
abou t a radical change in orders regu ­ 
lating the immediate movements of 
the division of the arm y now being 
mobilized on the big plain at the Fort 
Sam Hou ston reservation, something 
has happened in W ashington or is hap­ 
pening. W ith one squ adron of cavalry 
waiting orders to ju mp westward on 
a train of the Sou thern Pacific line 
which lay ready for instant departu re, 
and regim ental commanders of every 
u nit in the encampment having reason 
-to believe that within a fortnight they 
wou ld be commanding their men on 
campaign, orders w’ere received insti­ 
tu ting the partial and tem porary dis­ 
integration of the division and the 
train which was to carry the cavalry 
squ adron to the Pecos river and fu r­ 
ther west, 
still 
stands 
ready 
bu t 
empty. 
This su dden change of front, which 
is k nown to have been dictated from 
W ashington, has left commanders and 
high privates equ ally on the raw edge 
of indecision. 
The pu zzlement pro­ 
du ced is complete. 
If any other elem ent was needed to 
bring this effervescence to a boil, that 
same was fu rnished by Senor Alfonso 
Madero, the head of the local insu r­ 
rectionists’ ju nta and brother of the 
provisional president of Mexico, 
When Senor Madero was fou nd at 
his home on Main avenu e, entirely 
su rrou nded by dark -visaged men with 
mysteriou s 
pack ets 
of papers 
and 
bu lk y envelopes u nder their arms, he 
aaid that he had some real news from 
Washington. 
“From what T learn 
from the confidential agent of the pro­ 
visional government there,” he said, 
“I am very su re that within the week 
the United States government will rec­ 
ognize the belligerency of the provi­ 
sional government of Mexico.” When 
pressed for fu rther details of this u n­ 
u su al prophecy, Senor Madero smiled 
and shook his head. “It will all come 
ou t in time,” he added, cheerfu lly.

Hereafter No Orders Mu st Be Issu ed 
From “the Field” Until the Presi­ 
dent Has Been Given Twenty-Fou r 
Hou rs’ Notice of the Same—Prepar­ 
ations For Sou thern Movement 
of 
Troop» Have Been Discontinu ed. 


W ashington, March 1.—Upon his re­ 
tu rn to W ashington from his sou thern 
vacation, Mr. Taft began to get first­ 
hand information abou t the situ ation 
in 
Mexico. 
The 
president 
look ed 
over a rep ort su bmitted by the state 
and navy dep artm ents showing the ex­ 
tent of the maneu vers in Texas and 
along the Mexican border since the 
first troops were ordered sou th. 
He 
had two conferences with Secretary of 
W ar Dick inson, and one with General 
Leonard Wood, chief of staff, a short 
talk with Acting Secretary of State 
Hu ntington Wilson, and a longer con­ 
su ltation with Ambassador De La Bar­ 
ra of Mexico. 
No formal statem ent 
was issu ed by the W hite Hou se or by 
any of those whom the president call­ 
ed Into consu ltation. 
It is k nown, 
however, that the president will tak e 
u p the Mexican situ ation with his cab­ 
inet at the m eeting today. 
Was Partially In the Dark . 
Du ring his absence Mr. Taft was 
p artially in the dark as to the move­ 
m ent of troops and the diplomatic ne­ 
gotiations that have been condu cted 
Incident to the situ ation in Mexico, 
bu t from now on will k eep his finger 
on the pu lse of the adm inistration. 
He will be consu lted abou t every move 
that is made on the border, and he will 
tak e direct personal interest in all 
negotiations. 
An order was at once 
sent to Major General W. H. Carter, 
in command at San Antonio, directing 
him to notify the war dep artm ent 
hereafter of every movement of the 
troops twenty-fou r hou rs in advance 
of the time when su ch movement is to 
be made. W ith this order in effect the 
president will be in a position to cou n­ 
term and any order of the command­ 
ing general in the field which does not 
meet with his approval. 
Relieves Mexico’s Anxiety. 
A rep ort has gained circu lation here 
to the effect that Mexico has sou nded 
this government with a view to ascer­ 
taining whether the United States 
cou ld be indu ced 
to withdraw the 
arm y from the border. 
This proposi­ 
tion, it was said, was tou ched u pon in 
the conference between the president 
and Ambassador De La Barra. Dou bt 
Is expressed that this government 
wou ld disband the army and send the 
variou s regim ents comprising it to 
their respective stations. 
However, 
the belief prevails that the order for­ 
warded to General C arter prohibiting 
any movement of troops withou t first 
consu lting W ashington was issu ed as 
a means of relieving the anxiety of the 
Mexican au thorities. 
When the mili­ 
tary movement hbgan annou ncement 
was made that the troops wou ld re 
main in Texas for several months. So 
far as can be learned the au thorities 
have no intention of changing their 
minds. 
W hatever the developments 
In Mexico, the war officials plan to go 
ahead with the m aneu vers for the ben­ 
efit of the army and officers of the 
state m ilitary organizations. 
Bu t it 
is said that no more troops are to be 
dispatched to the border from the 
point of mobilization at San Antonio.
